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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

or 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-16, and 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Xu. 
Regarding claim 1, 30-31, Xu discloses a device for testing the wear of a bearing with 

features of the claimed invention including a testing terminal having a reciprocating first drive 
and a first load sensor for applying and measuring a first force (element 1 1) and a second drive 
and a second load sensor for applying and measuring a second compressive force (element 10) 
along a different second axis. 

Regarding claims 2-6, the drives have variable stroke lengths and various frequencies, 
and apply different forces (see figure 3). 

Regarding claims 7-1 1, 33 the device have a controller (col. 3, lines 41 and 46) along 
with computer (element 3), for general operation control. 

Regarding claims 12, 32 the force is generally a function of mass and inertia

Regarding claims 13-15, the mouthing and therefore the path is being control (col. 3, line 

46). 

Regarding claim 16, the device has a housing (element 50), for general protection. 

3. Claims 17-25, and 27-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Xu. 
Regarding claim 17, 30-31, Owen et al., discloses a high-cycle fatigue-testing machine 

with features of the claimed invention including two test terminals (elements 16) for force 
application and a central control means (element 31) 

Regarding claim 18-24 and 33 the control system controls all aspects of operation (see 
figure 3). 

Regarding claim 25, Owen et al., teaches the use of two mounts and the associated 
engagement means (see figure 2). 

Regarding claims 27-28, Owen et al., teaches simultaneous performance. 
Regarding claim 29, 32 the force is generally a function of mass and inertia 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Owen et al. 
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Owen shows all features of the invention except for a housing. It would have been 
obvious for a skilled artisan at the time of the invention to modify the system by providing a 
housing for potential dust and other possible damages due to environmental hostile conditions.
